Toronto Student Council Charges 
Varsity Staff with Irresponsibility 




This Isn't You, But . • 



Toronto, Ont. —teUP)— Charges 
of editorial irresponsibility wure 
laid .igalnst The Varsity last vcek 
by members of the Students' .\d- 
minislrative Council of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. 

Discussion started whcn»a mem- 
ber of the S.A.C. rose to deliver 
a report on the Finance C_pmmitice. 
He prefixed his remarks with an 
attaqk on a recent Varsity editorial 
titled: "Why BotherUm." 

The editorial in question com- 
mented on the tendency .ijeen in 
federal and provincial legislatures 
towards a one party House with 
little or no opposition; The editorial 
Included the S.A.C. in this c.itc- 
gory, compiaininR th.it there sorms 
little diversity o( opinion In it. 

The editorial concluded that tnc 
S.A.C. is spared the problem of 
worrying about reaction to their 
pollcifs. 

, The member ' of ■ the Finance 
Committee took . particular excep- 
tion to ' the ; Implication that the 
Council is doing nothing. "Thu U 
not only an insult to the Council," 
he raid, "but I also consider it a 
falsehood. We arc giving the edi- 
tors of The Varîlty too much rein. 
The Varsity considers itself the 



only champion of the people. But 
Its critleL-sm is not constructive; It 
has great influence and little re- 
spo'nsibllily." 

He further stated In connection 
with the council's rclationi' to The 
Varsity that "as publisher), of The 
Varsity, It seems strange lha» wc 
should be condemned by our own 
paper." Other members of i the 
council took the opportunity of ex- 
pressing their disapproval of The 
Varsity, 

Healthy Criticism 
At the end of Ihe' half-hour dis- 
cussion Barbara ' Browne, editor of 
The 'Varsity, asked for a motion 
from the council to give .in official 
stand on the council's criticism. No 
motion w,-is forthcoming from the 
members present. Miss Browne was 
assured that it was meant "in a 
good spirit" of healthy criticism 

On Friday a Varsity editorial 
commented that "we atand some 
where between the" council and the 
student body. Our function on the 
editorial page of thi.s paocr is tu 
interpret the news in view o( what 
we consider to be the besi intc'Cili 
of the 'students. That is our duty 
that Is what the editor of our stu 
dent newspaper It chosen to do.

My Içlter in Friday's Daily yiit^maAy a iiaic- 
-menl of personal opinion. It was not'iny intention

ireted as a series of strong accusations written 
^|J.^with an obvious personal hatred of Mr. Sheppard. 
k#pf^ Actually.;,l;inadei no .accusations; I wrote what I 
^•?- lhought 'An; a:cus4tIon''mus be backed up by 
procf.'I have no proof, and an oplnlort needs no 
proof. Futthermore, I do not dislilte Mr. Sheppard. 
But I do violently disagree with his ideu. It was 
against Uiese that my letter was written. 

Since, due to my own error, my opinions were 
taken ai direct accusations, Mr. SheiJpard had me 
in a bad position. U he had challenged me to 
furnish i)roof, I would indeed be in a most em-, 
barracsing predicament Fortunately, he realized 
the misunderstandidg. 
I agree with M.B. that it is bad taste to publish 
^4<y. one's opinions of someone else; but I see nothing 
iyrrong with ptdilishing diiagreement of someone 
l^se's actions and ideas (although I will hence- 
f;iorth get a night's sleep before 1 do It). If there 
• f ; I* anything wrong with it, then a lot of politicians 
have very bad taste! Well known figures are 
: t'? always subject to violent criticism. Mr. Sheppard 
• is well known, and those who know him per- 
fonally think that he will be mucl^ better' known 
as time goes by, 
ajfcjitNqw that everyone knows what my opinions are, 
■H^lwould lil<e to know how I arrived at them. 
^^O^^uld like to tell them, but unfortunately . the 
basis for personal opinion is private conversation. 
Private conversation cannot be revealed fin pub- 
lic at any rate) and ^^^^^ denied if it 

I am therefore prohibited from publicly staling 
my feelings. I cannot sa^ here why I think Mr. 
Sheppard would want to, exaggerate anythinx in 
the report. However, I can answer some questions 
of Mr. Sheppard'*. Afsumins that he Is at fault, he 
asks why he would net exaggerate . the whole 



paper rather than just one question.' Obviously, 
if he attem'pted this the whole committee would be 
down on him.

I agree that it is most un- 
fortunate to sincerely believe in something and 
yet have no concrete grounds on which to con- 
vince anyone else of the sincerity of your belief. 
° The Justification of it Is a matter of opinion. 
Tliere are two things I ;aid that I admit ere un- 
■,^\j^ii^^tiTrXTK\ completely — as an opinion and 
.TnarffSoe^Slon — the statement that Mr. Sheppard 
has a warped sense of humour. My remark that 
he Is prejudiced against Canada is also unjustified. 

Finally, as a matter of interest M.B. wants to 
know how 1 could tell how; many papers In a 
given number answered the Prime Minister ques- 
tion incorrectly. As no statistics were beinj made 
on Ihe Canadian History section, Mr. Sheppard 
and I made a point of checking that section for 
the salce of curiosity.

Lut week The Varsity editorially aUacked the 
Idea that brewers money was tainted and sug- 
gested that the University of Toronto should avail 
itself nf the lai Re profits made 'by breweries. 

The fditoiial was provoked by a suRgestlon from 
Univerfity Coilcse that the Brading Trophy be 
given a new name b<'cau!e of iis commercial impli- 
cations. The Brading Trophy Is a debating prize for 
which (our Canadian universities including McGill, 
and four Scottish universities compete. 

The Varsity accused the U.C. students of either 
trying to be exhibitionists or prudes, but favored 
the former. Lait year the LS.S. Commlttée of the 
U. of T. had to return $100 donated by the- John 
Labatt Co. for a raffle In aid of the Red Feather 
Campaign. 

"This concépt," said Thé Varsity, "of brewery 
money being something Different and Evil Is wide- 
(pread. But it is not completely logical. One of the 
largest sources of revenue for the provincial gov- 
ernment lies in liquor taxation. One of the largu 




expenditures ;, of thé provincial gbvérnment Is 
direcled towards education." 

"In terms of taxation no one seems to mind 
liquor money or ^ think of it as such. Money 
wiencheri from the breweries' hands by the pro- 
vincial government is somehow all right. On the 
other hand, philanthrbpic gestures from the brew, 
ers are looked on with doubt and suspicion.' But, 
money is money, no matter how you loei< at it no 
matter whére it comes from. If It is needed. *.<« it 
is at the University of Toronto, then it should be 
sousht from all sources." 

"By all means, name the Student Union Build- 
ing after O'Kcefc's, if il means getting a sizeable 
contribution from them. McGill University has 
their Molson Stadium. London has its Labatt's 
Paris. So far wi have nothing from the breweries 
save a few scholarships." 

"The breweries," concluded The Varsity, "are 
rich plums, ripe for the picking. .The University ef 
Toronto should .not' hesitate to squeeze them."
